1 ALBUM OF A LADY, CATHARINA BOSSIER, containing 51 songs and love-poems, in 
French and Flemish, partly calligraphicallyy written. Middelburg, 1600-1615. Decorated 
with 9 hand-painted pictures in gold and colours, 128 pages, 8vo. oblong. Charmingly 
bound in contemporary calf, both sides entirely covered with gilding: wreaths enclosing 
interlaced ‘‘C’s,’’ alternating with tooled cocks, fleurs-de-lys, daisies, cornucopias, etc. In 
centre-medallions the name “ Catharina Bossier.’’ Back richly gilt (skilfully rebacked).

Valuable Liber Amicorum containing 32 love-lyrics, 3 sonnets, 7 Airs de Court in French, and 7 poems (‘‘ Liedekens’’) 
in Flemish, one macaronic in French and Flemish, and one lyric in Italian. The pieces with one or two exceptions, are 
anonymous; they are amusingly representative of the politely amorous style of the time. The illustrations apparently 
represent the different adorers and the lady herself in allegorical scenes, with interesting costume detail. Dates 
mentioned are 1607, 1610, 1613, and as place Middelburg (Holland). 


2 BERTHIER, LOUIS-ALEXANDRE, Prince of Wagram and of Neufchatel, Marshal of the 
French Empire, 1753-1815. Voyage en Prusse (August 2nd to September 22nd, 1783). 
Manuscript on 65 pages, folio, unbound. £15 


An important historical document of Berthier’s somewhat obscure pre-revolutionary career as a secret diplomatic 

. agent, having about it the intriguing flavour of 18th century diplomacy. It is Berthier’s private account, in the form of 

a diary, of his mission to Prussia under the orders of the Marquis de Custine, and was kept by him in his archives. 

Although his main object was to study the military organisation of Prussia, he found much time for unprofessional 

sight-seeing and for visits to the Theatres and Opera Houses ; 6 pages are devoted to an amusing description of a bad 
play he saw in Berlin.—From the Berthier Archives. 


3 LOUYS, PIERRE. Autogr. Letter signed to a French bookseller, 14 pp., 8vo., on black- 
bordered paper; nicely mounted. £2 10s. 


Amusing autograph letter of the great French writer apparently written with considerable emotion, to judge from 
the corrections and cancellations, no less than seven in all: ‘‘Je connais nombre de vos clients qui ont eu a se plaindre 
de vos procédés et j’était averti que si je persistais 4 vous garder parmis mes fournisseurs j’aurais quelque jour a subir 
vos grossiéretés...”’. 


4 MALESHERBES, CHRETIEN GUILLAUME DE LAMOIGNON DE, French statesman, 
Président de la Cour des Aides, Minister of Louis XVI, guillotined in 1794; 1721-1794. 
Autograph correspondence of 59 letters directed to M. Bellanger, premier Avocat général de 
la Cour des Aides, rue St. André des Arts, Paris, written mostly at Malesherbes between 
1771 and 1774, on ca. I10 pages, 4to. and 8vo. £42 


A unique correspondence of autograph letters by one of the most eminent personalities of the ancient regime, of highest 
historical importance. The influence of Malesherbes on his time can hardly be exaggerated; he was one of the most 
beloved and celebrated men of his time. He belonged to the three great Académies, an honour shared only by Fontenelle 
among the men of letters. His father, G. de Lamoignon, Chancelier of the Parliament of Paris, transferred to him his 
function of controlling the press, and Malesherbes used his power in the cause of progress and enlightenment so actively 
that Grimm states that without Malesherbes’ assistance the Encyclopédie would probably never have been published. 
Voltaire wrote: ‘‘ M. de Malesherbes n’avait pas laissé de rendre service 4 |’ésprit humain en donnant 4 la presse plus 
de liberté qu’elle n’en a jamais eu.” L ; : 

Maupeou’s legal reforms, however, provoked him to strongest resistance, and he was banished to his country-seat 
(1771). It is this period from his retirement to his recall by Louis XVI, which is covered by this correspondence. These 
partly very extensive, closely written letters (in some cases containing ne 8, or Ir pages) are the mirror of his activities 
during this time, his influence and his political ideas. He again and again expounds to Bellanger the reasons for his 
dismissal, his principles and plans. The correspondence concludes in August, 1774, shortly before Louis XVI recalled 
him, a return which turned into a triumph: ‘‘ il était alors amour et les délices de la nation.’’ He was called upon 
to defend Louis XVI before the Convention, and was himself guillotined, together with all his family, in 1794: ‘Il 
marcha A la mort avec une sérenité qui peut €tre comparée a celle de“Socrate ’’ (Hofer, Biogr. Univers.). 

A magnificent autograph correspondence by Malesherbes such as is not likely ever to come into the market again. 
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NAPOLEON I, Emperor of the French, 1769-1821. Document signed ‘‘ Bonaparte” with 
6 autogr. words added and two autogr. corrections. £10 10s. 


Memorandum concerning war supplies, by the Citoyen Boutet, to which the First Consul has affixed his decision. 
Fine specimen of Napoleon’s signature as First Consul. 


NAPOLEON II, KING OF ROME, DUKE OF REICHSTADT, 1811-1832. Autograph MS., 
2 pp., 4to., 31 lines, written at the age of 15: a leaf from an Italian Exercise Book, with 
certificate of authenticity by Major Foresti, his tutor, and another by Mohr who received 
the MS. from Foresti. £7 10s. 


Autographs by the ill-fated ‘‘Aiglon ’’ whose only crime was to bear the name of his father, are very rare, and pages 
from his exercise books are the only ones obtainable.

THE AUTHOR OF “EMILE” TO HIS PUBLISHER. 


ROUSSEAU, J.-J. 1712-1778. A.L.S. to his Publisher (apparently M.-M. Rey). A Mont- 
morenci, le 5 fevr. 1762. 1% pp., 4to. £42 10s. 


Very important letter concerning Rey’s edition of ‘‘ Emile,”’ as internal evidence shows : “‘J’ai si bien senti, Monsieur, 
que l’édition de M. Neaulme ne devoit rien avoir de plus que la vétre...’’ He proceeds to speak at length about the 
printer’s errors in Neaulme’s edition against which he is prepared to protest publicly should it contain too many, and 
about the proofs of Neaulme’s and Rey’s editions which appeared simultaniously, the first in Geneva, the latter in 
Amsterdam. He has started the index to the first two vols. and expects the proofs to the third vol. Of great interest 
to the history of the first edition of ‘‘ Emile.’’ Rousseau autographs are rare. 


TAVERNIER, JEAN BAPTISTE, Celebrated French traveller and pioneer of trade to 
India, 1605-1689. A.L.S. to Monseigneur Lepremier, resident a Paris. Smyrna, May toth, 


1664. 2 pages and 7 lines postscript in centre of reverse of first leaf, 4to., autogr. address, 
with well preserved seal. £9 

Extremely rare. An extensive account of the first phase of Tavernier’s last voyage to the Orient (1664-1668), 
addressed to a patron of his in Paris, containing precise details of the political and military situation in the Turkish 
Empire which was then at war with the German Empire and Venice. He speaks also of the Usbecs, the children 


of the Greeks who are carried off into the Serails, the movements of the Venetian army and navy, etc., etc. Beautifully, 
almost calligraphically written letter. 


Fifteenth and Sirteentbh Centuries. 


ONE OF THE MOST POPULAR NOVELS. OF ITS TIME. 


AENEAS SYLVIUS (PICCOLOMINI), POPE PIUS If. De duobus amantibus Euriolo et 
Lucretia. (Paris, Simon Doliatoris, ca. 1483). Gothic letter, 30 lines to a page, initials 
and paragraph marks painted in red and blue; 32 ll., 4to.

An extremely rare and important edition of the celebrated romance by the later Pope Pius II who in it describes the 
love story of his friend, Caspar Schlick, Chancellor of the Roman Empire, with a married lady of Siena. This is one of the 
two copies known, the other is in the Bibliothéque Mazarine. (Pellechet 154, Proctor 8472 ; Claudin I, p. 286-290, repro- 
duces facsimiles 11. 1 and 24). The printer of the volume can be identified with Simon Doliatoris, (7.e. Botticher) de 


Prussia, whose name is given in a Datus printed in the same type; there are only six books known to be printed by 
him. Copy with broad margins, small tear mended. 


BARTGLUS DE SAXOFERRATO. Tractatus procuratoris, editus sub nomine diaboli.

Hain 2643, Reichling II, 122, Proctor 3757. Not described in Gesamkatalog. Bartolus was born in Saxoferrato in 
Urbina ca. 1314 and died at Perugia in 1357. He was the chief exponent of the school of mediaeval jurisprudence known 


as the Post-Glossarians (or Bartolists). He taught at Pisa and Perugia; his commentary on Roman Law was in use 
for several centuries.

An interesting pamphlet ; the real name of the author is Nicolaus Du Puy who also edited some other publications 
under the same pseudonym. See Querard, Supercheries littéraires I, 554, where an edition printed by D. Roce is cited. 
Brunet gives another edition, without printer’s name, ca. 1515. 

The reverse of the last leaf contains the Greek alphabet in Greek and Roman types, with names of letters added in 
Greek and Latin and ‘“ diphtongi proprie & improprie, vocales mutuales”’ etc. 


A UNIQUE COLLECTION OF BOOKMARKS. 


BOOK MARKS. A Collection of 45 Specimens, illustrative of this indispensable expedient 


for readers, from the 14th to the early 19th century. Beautifully mounted in a large folio 
volume. Hf. vellum gilt. £78 


The Collection includes : 


5 Gothic Manuscript Reading Marks in the form of discs cut out of vellum, revolving in a vellum shield or axis, with 


indication of 4 columns written out or in Roman figures, and 4 of them appended from their original vellum strips or silk 
strings, 14th and 15th centuries. 


5 Vellum and 2 Marks in Stiff Paper in the shape of a heart with a triangle cut out of the middle which can be lifted 
up to hold the page. 15th to 17th century. One mark is cut out of a fragment of a vellum manuscript, another out 
of a hand-coloured engraving printed on vellum and representing St. Sebastian (17th cent.), yet another out of an early 


playing card. One vellum mark has two rectangulars cut out for indication of two different leaves. One early vellum 
mark has the shape of a long nail (for a folio volume). 


17 Marks formed by 4 to 11 Silk or Linen Ribbons, appended from the original headbands with which they were once 
fixed to the books, but three of a ‘“‘ movable’”’ type appended from pieces of wood transferable to other books. Some 
are made up of vari-coloured silk or linensribbons, such as red, green, yellow, purple, etc., and others in a single light colour 
or woven in two colours, One mark is made up of 6 silk ribbons and 5 vari-coloured crochet chains. They apparently 
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come from voluminous folios and quartos of the 16th and 17th centuries, with the exception of one composed of six 
vellum strips, which is apparently of the 15th century. Most of them consist of 6-7 ribbons and were presumably used 
in ecclesiastical works such as missals, antiphonaries, graduales, etc., which necessitated the repeated rapid change from 
one part of the book to the other during service. The 17th specimen is fragmentary, only one ribbon being left on the 
original headband. 6 marks consisting of one long ribbon which was folded in the middle and apnended from the 
spine of the back of the book providing two “ indicators.”’ 

1 Beautifully Woven Lace Mask in band form, for a folio volume, small fringes at ends; and 3 other silk ribbons. 

_ 6 Marks of the 18th and early 19th century. One cut out of a green gilt embossed paper. A queer broad silk ribbon 
with fringed end, and cross-stitched monogram and border on white gauze at the other. A green silk mark with a delicate 
pencil drawing of a lake surrounded by high mountains on white cardboard surrounded by embossed frame, fixed to the 
centre of the ribbon. Mark in the shape of an early locomotive embossed and stencilled out of white cardboard, with 
green cross-stitched monogram and border on the tender appended to the engine. A vase with flowers embroidered with 
silver and coloured silk threads on a piece of paper cut out to shape. A cardboard mark in form of two flaps, with flowers 
printed in colours on upper flap and surrounded by stencilled gilt dentelle. 

A unique collection of bookmarks consisting of specimens from the earliest time up to the early roth century after 


which time the use of Special bookmarks became more general and the giit Of them became a fashion similar to valentines. 
While for some years the attention of the collectors and students has been attracted by the charm and interest of products 
connected with books such as pictorial end-papers, we do not know of any other collection dedicated to bookmarks. 
The reason for this is the extreme rarity of good specimens, as these marks, whether made of vellum, silk or paper, are 
equally susceptible to easy loss and destruction. Simpler means such as torn-off strips of paper, etc., were often used 
instead of devices. 

There exists a monograph on Gothic bookmarks by H. Schreiber in ‘“‘ Zentralblatt fiir Bibliothekswesen, vol. 52, in 
which a census is given of 22 specimens (the five contained in the above collection were not known to the author!) in 
public and private libraries, one in England in MS. 49 of the Corpus Christi College Library, Cambridge. This small 
number is the more remarkable in consideration of the innumerable preserved MSS. of this time, but throws vivid light 
upon the above remarks. 

Of a different type are the marks composed of ribbons of various colours mainly used in ecclesiastical service books 
to facilitate turning quickly to the various prayers, songs, etc. Two different kinds are represented in the collection : 
the one ‘‘ movable,”’ the other firmly fixed to the volume. The various light colours no doubt served as an aide-memoire 
to the officiating priest and may perhaps be connected with the symbolic colours of certain festivities, etc., etc. 

One can easily classify various groups such as Gothic disc marks, heart-shaped marks, ribbon marks, etc., which did 
not vary so much as one might be inclined to suppose and which gradually fell into oblivion ; disc or heart-shaped marks, 
for instance, are scarcely ever found in books of later centuries. They can be dated according to their palaeography, the 
material out of which they are cut, the general style, etc. 

Thus the prospective purchaser of the above will acquire an entirely unique collection illustrative of an interesting 
branch of the implements of reading, which is at the same time a most charming and entertaining excursion into an un- 
explored field of collecting of highest interest for the methods of reading down the centuries.

STUDENT-LIFE IN COLOGNE AT THE END OF THE 16TH CENTURY. 


BUSSEMACHER, JOHANN (also BUXEMACHER, BUCHSEMECHER, etc.). Album 
representing scenes from the life of Undergraduates at Cologne in the 16th century. There 
is no special title, the title-page being formed by an engraving, a view of “ Colonia 
Agrippina,” followed by 24 engravings with verses below in Latin and German. No place 
and date (ca. 1600). 8vo. oblong. Full red levant morocco, triple fillet on covers, gilt 
inside dentelles, back richly gilt, g. e. (Chambolle-Duru). £18 10s. 


Beautiful copy of one of the earliest picture books of student-life, to which it was not possible to trace any bibliographical 
reference. The fine engravings represent scenes of daily life of the students in the gay Rhenish town of Cologne with 
moralising allegorical illustrations. Fine impressions with platemark and very broad margins. 

Among the many interesting plates is one depicting the ‘‘Depositio,’’ one of the earliest representations of 
this often rude reception of newcomers to the University ; this illustration differs much from the first known, given in 
Johannes Dinckel’s De origine, causis, typo et ceremoniis illius ritus, qui vulgo in scholis Depositio appellatur, Erphordiae, 
1578. (See: Blades, Depositio Cotnuti Typographici, p. 58; Schade, Ueber Jiinglingsweihen, in : Weimarer Jahrbuch, 
vol. VI, 1857; Zarncke Die deutschen Universitaten im Mittelalter). 

Bussemacher worked from 1580 to 1613. A curious fact is that he spelt his name in many different ways. According 
to Merlo—Firmenich Richartz—Kreussen, Kélnische Kiinstler, his name occurred in one single book in 28 different 
spellings. 

Neither Nagler, Merlo, Thieme-Becker, Weigel, etc. mention the work, nor any of the important works on the early 
history of student-life. 

The plates are not numbered; they were certainly sold separately and may often have been inserted in alba 
amicorum according to the custom of the time. It is therefore not unlikely that no other copy of the complete set of 
25 engravings has survived.

ONE OF THE FINEST FRENCH ILLUSTRATED BOOKS OF THE 16TH CENTURY.

Title within beautiful wood cut border and ca. 200 woodcuts in the text. In a calf binding, 
blind-tooled in French 16th cent. style £82 


A very fine, tall and clean copy, entirely unmutilated, of the French ‘ Poliphilo,’”’ in many respects just as desirable 
as the precious 1499 edition, to which it forms an independent counterpart, the French artist’s variation, as it were, 
on the Italian theme. The woodcuts are probably by Jean Cousin or J. Goujon ‘‘ d’aprés des dessins plus corrects que 
les anciens,’”’ as Brunet states and are free adaptations of the Italian originals, as is the text which is much more than 


a transiation.

Renouard, Badius Ascensius, II, 437, describes the work as bearing Badius’s first mark on the title. The above 
copy has Jean Petit’s mark; it is no doubt a variant of the first edition of the work which remained unknown to 
Renouard. Fernandus was musician to the King of France and died in 1496. He belonged to the humanistic circle 
of friends of which Erasmus was a member, and was one of the most erudite scholars of the time.

A VOLUME OF RARE PARIS IMPRINTS, CONTAINING AN UNRECORDED WOODCUT TO 
THE 1498 EDITION OF THE IMITATION OF CHRIST,

Unknown to Hain. Copinger, who describes it under No. 3235, wrongly assumes that Al is blank. The woodcut 
is delicately heightened in red by the rubricator.

No Date or Place (Paris, Philippe Pigouchet, ca. 1499): Gothic letter, 18 leaves, 
paragraph marks, initial strokes and underlinings supplied in red by the rubricator. With 
2 woodcuts, one on the title, the second on the last page. 

The above edition appears to be identical with Gesamtkatalog 2983 which describes the only known copy in the 
Godehardkirche, Hildesheim. However, signature b is described as containing only 6 ll., but it appears that the copy 
described by the Gesamtkatalog is incomplete and’ the above copy the only complete one extant. The Meditationes 


are an extract from Anselm of Canterbury’s Proslogion.

This edition appears to be a page for page reprint of the edition of 1500, Paris, A. Chappiel for Claude Jaumar. 
(Ges.-Kat. 3008) Petit’s mark as Sylvestre No. 25. 

LOTHARIUS, DIACONUS (INNOCENTIUS II. PAPA) Liber de vilitate conditionis humanae. 
(De Miseria humanae conditionis). Paris, Pierre Le Dru for Jean Petit, N.D. (soon after 
1500). Gothic letter, 31 lines to a page, 36 leaves. Petit’s first mark on title. 

Lotharius dei Conti, 1160-1216. The work was extremely popular during the middle ages. With Petit’s first mark, 

as reproduced by Claudin, but the variant described by him, containing the name in Gothic letters. The page before 
the last is occupied by a short paragraph “‘ De proprietatibus Romanorum,”’ in order to fill the last leaf which is 
otherwise blank. 
DOZOLI, LAURENTIUS, AND JACQUES BUYER. Repetitio capituli: Quum Marthae 
(Decretal. III 41, 6). Tractatus corporis christi quomodo sacerdotes se debeant habere 
erga eucaristiam consecrandam. Paris, Jean Lambert, after 1500. Gothic letter, 2 columns, 
32 lines to a page, Lambert’s mark on title, rubricated. 

This tract was written as a dissertation by Jacques Buyer, the Lyons publisher, under the authority of Laurentius 
Dozoli (Dosoli), professor at the University of Valence where he taught from ca. 1450 to 1480. The above edition is 
listed by Pellechet (4442), but the Gesamtkatalog mentions it as being printed after 1500, judging by the printer’s mark 
and address. 

Six volumes bound in one, 12mo., early 19th century red morocco, back blind tooled, 
joints skilfully repaired (C. Smith). £80 

A very remarkable volume of rare tracts, particularly valuable on account of the Pierre le Dru’s edition of the Imitatio 
Christi, complete with the unrecorded woodcut, and Philippe Pigouchet’s imprint of the Meditationes of Augustinus. 
Of particular interest is also the Liber de vilitate conditionis humanae. 


LACTANTIUS FIRMIANUS. De Dominice Resurrectionis die venustissimum Carmen. 
Paris, Olivier Sénant, 1504 “‘ Calculo Romano.’’ With his large printer’s mark on title, 
representing two arbalisters aiming at a bird of paradise seated in the crown of a tree, 
and surrounded by the motto: “‘ En ce mond faut bien tirer Qui en paradis veut monter. 
Olivier Senant.”’ £7 10s. 

A rare and interesting printer’s mark of unusual design. (Sylvestre No. 430). Sénant is known to have worked for 
6 years only, 1505-1511, and the date of 1504 at the end of our pamphlet seems to be the earliest and up to now 


unrecorded product of his press. The device is quoted by Chassan & Taussin, Dictionn. des Devises, Sup. I, 139.

The letter is addressed 
to a young lady in reply to a letter of hers in which she discussed ‘“‘ Clarissa,” apparently also in connection with her 
own domestic affairs. After a very flattering introduction about her brilliant mind and gifts, the author proceeds to 
give her an increasingly stern lecture about the duties of children to their parents, provoked by the young lady’s rather 
forward remarks which, in one place make him even exclaim : “‘ Miss G. What language is this.’’ He praises her for 
her understanding of Mrs. and Miss Howe’s characters in the novel and continues: ‘‘Are all daughters as wise... as 
Miss Howe? Is a general Argument to be founded from this Example? Are not Parents likely to be wiser than their 
children? In the VIIth Vol. of Clarissa... is a Letter ...in which you will find the Mother and Daughter (as to the 
Duty of both) set in a just Light... I dare say you read over that Part very slightly. Every Part, I doubt ; regarding 
the piece rather as an Amusement... than as it was intended to be, or it would not have been written. Profit was 
not the principal View of the Writer in the Publication of that Work.” 

The set is very beautifully bound for Renouard by a late 18th century bookbinder. The life of this great booklover 
and bibliographer “ bridges over the space between the days of Mirabeau and the time when the élégants of the Third 
Empire had invented a new bibliomania.’’—-(Elton, The Great Book Collectors).

An extremely rare complete series of delightful ornament engravings executed by Joh. Schmischek who can be traced 
since shortly before 1600 and probably died in 1650. He appears to have worked at times for the Court of Munich. 
Thieme-Becker, Allgem. Kiinstlerlexikon, relates that these ornaments were later on used for the decoration of Meissen 
porcelain. We were able to trace only one complete copy of the series besides ours, in the Berlin Kunstgewerbe- 
Museum, and a possible second, mentioned by Nagler (Neues Allgem. Kiinstler-Lexikon) as belonging to Dr. Petzholdt’s 
collection, but probably identical with the copy in Berlin. The copy of the celebrated Vienna collection of engraved 
ornaments is incomplete. As Guilmard suggests, the ornaments are apparently designs for the decoration of guns and 
the like. They show hunting with spear and gun, for bear, fox, deer, hare, etc., also fishing, hawking and bird 
catching. Although Thieme-Becker mention a number of ornament engravings by Schmichek (or Smisek) the above 


is the only series we have encountered in catalogues of collections, besides a single leaf of floral design.

The first who drew the attention of the world 
to Joly’s Dialogue as the plagiarised original of the Protocols, was Mr. Philip Graves, correspondent of ‘‘ The Times ’” 
in Constantinople, to whom was given a tattered pamphlet without title-page by a White Russian in 1921. Mr. Graves 
was struck by the similarity between the booklet and the Protocols, and a subsequent investigation of it in the British 
Museum revealed its identity. But in spite of the intrinsic interest which the Dialogue aroused, no new edition of it 
was published so that first-hand information from the original is unobtainable in most libraries.

The Chester Beatty Biblical Papyri consist of a group of portions of papyrus manuscripts of the Greek Bible, discovered 
in Egypt and acquired by Mr. A. Chester Beatty about 1930. Their existence and character were first made known by 
an article in The Times of November 19, 1931. The number of separate manuscripts was then given as twelve, but sub- 
sequently two of them were identified as forming parts of the same volume, though written in two different hands; while 
one (a MS. of the Pauline Epistles) has been very greatly enlarged by the later appearance of a large number of additional 
leaves. The Old Testament is represented by portions, varying in size, of the Books of Genesis, Numbers, Deuteronomy, 
Esther, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel, and Ecclesiasticus ; the New Testament by portions of all four Gospels and 
Acts, nearly the whole of the Pauline Epistles (except the Pastorals), and a third of the Book of Revelation, while one 
MS. contains the end of the lost Greek original of the Book of Enoch and a hitherto unknown homily by the second- 
century writer, Melito of Sardis. In date they range from the second century to the fourth, and collectively they are the 
earliest extant manuscripts (except some tiny fragments) of the Greek Bible. In the case of the New Testament they 
carry back the manuscript tradition by more than a hundred years. 

Each fascicule consists of the text and the complete photographic facsimiles ; the volumes of plates of Numbers and 
Deuteronomy (Fasc. V) and of Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Ecclesiasticus (Fasc. V1), are in preparation, but the texts are already 
published and comprised in the set.

One of the most fascinating stories of scholarly credulity and misinterpretation arriving at the most fantastic results, is 
told in these pages of a sumptuous facsimile edition of what was supposed to be a genuine Indian pictographic MS. It had 
found its way into the library of the Arsenal, in Paris, then in the care of that eminent bibliographer, Paul Lacroix 
(bibliophile Jacob), via the vast collections of the Marquis de Paulmy to whom it had been presented by a missionary. 
The learned Abbé had derived from it a whole system for the interpretation of Red Indian symbols and hieroglyphs. 
To him the work appeared to be clearly divided into 14 chapters, the earlier ones dealing with the introduction of 
Christianity, others with the history of Red Indian tribes, and so forth. 

However, investigation of the facsimile edition proved beyond doubt that the pretended MS. was in reality the copy- 
book of an extremely dirty-minded German settler’s boy who had filled the pages with crude drawings of everyday 
events around him and in his precocious imagination. The German origin was proved by Dr. Petzholdt, the learned 
author of the ‘‘ Biblioteca Bibliographica,”’ in the pamphlet bound up with the facsimile edition in the above volume. 
A number of German words are interpolated in various places. ; 

Dr. Petzholdt’s discovery of the true character of the MS. evoked an international scandal which attracted attention 
far beyond scholarly circles and for a time threatened the prestige of French learning. The work, published under the 
auspices of the Imperial house, was hastily withdrawn from circulation and copies were bought back. This fact explains 
the extreme rarity with which copies occur in the market. Only one copy appeared in the French sale rooms since 1918 
(according to Delteil, Annuaire des ventes), and Book Auction Records mentions only one copy to have been sold at a

Bae hich, to our knowledge, has so far been overlooked, is the intrinsic psychoanalytical value of the work 
as the entirely unselfconscious representation of a doubtless pathological youthful mind.

THE DRAWINGS OF NICOLAS POUSSIN. Part I. Catalogue Raisonné, edited 
by WALTER FRIEDLAENDER. (Studies of the Warburg Institute, No. 5.)

Poussin has long been acknowledged as the greatest representative of French classicism in painting, but 
up till now no attempt has been made to study his drawings, although a knowledge of them is essential to 
a complete understanding of his mentality. For it was his peculiar habit to work out his designs in a 
series of logically connected stages, each recorded in a drawing. 

The first aim of this catalogue is io give reproductions and exact descriptions of all the drawings which 
survive from his hand, the greater part of which are entirely unknown. The drawings are arranged 
according to subjects and thus provide a unique insight into the artist’s working methods. 

The bulk of the book. consists of unquestionably genuine drawings. In addition, there are two appendices, 
the first containing drawings from Poussin’s studio or immediate circle, the second consisting of drawings 
by more individual artists directly connected with Poussin. The first part of the catalogue, which has 
been prepared in collaboration with Rudolf Wittkower contains all the drawings of religious subjects. 
The second part, in which the editor wiil collaborate with Ellis K. Waterhouse, is including the classical 
and historical subjects. The third part will contain landscapes, drawings after the antique, and the 
illustrations to Leonardo’s treatise on painting and the General Introduction.

INFLUENCES ANTIQUES DANS L’ART DU MOYEN AGE FRANCAIS. By 
JEAN ADHEMAR. (Studies of the Warburg Institute, No. 7) XVI, 344 pp.

This important study of the survival and influence of antiquity in France consists of two main parts. 
The former deals with the classical monuments still standing in France in the Middle ‘Ages ; it discusses 
such topics as medieval finds and reports of excavations, collections of objets d’art, etc. The intense 
medieval interest in these discoveries and possessions died down from the 13th century onwards, and the 
second part of M. Adhémar’s book is concerned with classical influence on French art up to 1400. The 
plates are arrangeu according to subjects, and show the classical models side by side with their medieval 
transformations. 


THE CODEX HUYGENS AND LEONARDO DA VINCI'S ART THEORY. The 
Pierpont Morgan Library Codex M.A. 1139. ByERWIN PANOFSKY,. (Studies 
of the Warburg Institute, No. 13.) 138 pp. With 117 illus. on 90 plates, 
8vo.

In the first part of his new book Professor Panofsky gives a careful description and analysis of the text 
and illustrations of a treatise—hitherto unpublished—of the theory of proportions and on perspective 
which was considered in the 17th century as the work of Leonardo da Vinci. Its author, who lived in 
Milan about 1570, certainly had access to Leonardo manuscripts. He copied and thus preserved a number 
of Leonardo’s drawings of which the originals have perished. The book provides a valuable clue to a part 
of Leonardo’s lost, or more probably unwritten, theories on the movement of the human body. In the latter 
part—‘The Author and His Sources—’’ Prof. Panofsky gives an account of theory on the proportions 
of the human body and perspective from antiquity to the Renaissance. 


FRANCOIS MANSART AND THE ORIGINS OF FRENCH CLASSICAL ARCHI- 
TECTURE. By ANTHONY BLUNT. (Studies of the Warburg Institute, No. 14) 
78 pp. With 86 illustrations on 34 plates. 8vo. 15s. nett 


The first monograph on Mansart. The history of the foremost among his buildings, the two castles of 
Blois and Maisons, is fully discussed, and their architecture analysed against the wider background of 
contemporary French architectural development. 


STUDIES IN SEVENTEENTH CENTURY IMAGERY. By MARIO PRAZ. 
208 pp. 75 illus, 8vo. 10s. 6d. nett 


In this work a revised translation of Studi sul Concettismo published in 1934, Signor Praz discusses the 
most important emblem books of the 17th century, and traces the images through 16th century treatises on 
devices, back to Petrarch and late mediaeval poetry, and Ovid and the Alexandrian writers of epigrams. 
The long appendix, specially written for this edition, analyses the connexion of emblems and devices with 
English 17th century literature, and shows us that many of the metaphors which were used by the major 
poets go back to common images and phrases which constantly reappear in emblems.
